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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has carefully reviewed and considered 
the Applicant's request for reconsideration/arguments. However, the Examiner does not find the arguments persuasive. For example, the 
Applicant has amended the claims to reflect receiving real time traffic data. Examiner asserts that Lapidot discloses receiving real time 
traffic data (Claim 15, via receiving current traffic information pertaining to current road conditions in road segments between a vehicle's 
current location and that vehicle's selected destination location. The Applicant argues that the Lapidot and Krull combination fails to 
disclose "creating a matrix of vehicle speeds". Examiner asserts that Lapidot discloses a matrix comprising vehicle speeds (Fig. 3, 
discloses a matrix having vehicle speeds for each segment for a particular time (i.e. t1, t2, etc..) wherein the speeds are divided based on 
the separate times). 
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
